ASKS PROFESSION 
TO LEAD REFORM 


Nation’s Spirit of Indif- 
ference to the Law Also 

- Condemned by Federal 
Judge Wilkerson. 


Washington, May 2.—-Justice Har- 
lan F. Stone, of the United States 
supreme court, declared in a speech 
here tonight that America was men- 
acing her future by her disrespect 
for law, and that the people of this 
country were the least law-abiding of 
any in the civilized world. 

Justice Stone’s outspoken declara- 
tions were contained in an address at 
a banquet of the American Law in- 
stitute. He appealed to the legal pro- 
fession to take the lead in prescribing 
a remedy for the evils he described. 

“One of the great tasks that must 
he undertaken by the American peo- 
ple,” said Stone, “is to search out 
the reasons, the causes, which make 
us the least law-abiding people of the 
civilized world. 

Menace To Our Success. 

“What is it in our social life which 
takes away respect for law and keeps 
us from obedience to law That at- 
titude, I believe, is the greatest men- 
ace to our success as a people. 


“I believe it is for our profession | 


to take the Jead in solving the prob- 
lem by joining hands with psycholo- 
gists, publicists and others competent 
to lend assistance, and I would like 
to see it take active and effectiv® steps 
in the matter.” | 

Stone was loudly applauded by the 
500 jurists who heard his declaration. 

Condemns Indifferent Spirit. 

Judge James H. Wilkerson, of the 
United States distriet court at Chi- 
cago, who issyed the famous injune- 
tion against the railway strikers in 
1922, also condemned the nation’s 
“spirit of indifference to the law,” 
not only criminal law, but rights of 
property. He placed primary blame 
the legal profession itrelf, de- 
elaring they started it in the early 
days of great corporate expansion, 
when organized capital defied the 
power of the government. 


Common Law Living Organism. 

Praising the effort of the American 
Law institute to restate the: law, 
Attorney General Sargent, in an ad- 
dress at its annual banquet, declared 
that the common law is a living or- 
ganism and that the courts should 
properly be assisted by trained at- 
torneys in disposing of business, 

“Unless a court be assisted with 
competent and adequate arguments,” 
the attorney general said, ‘it cannot 
properly dispose of the great mass of 
cases which are pressing upon all of 
the appellate courts; but it is also 
true that the time which an attorney 
ran devote to the preparation of his 
case is usually limited. He and the 
court alike are fortunate if, in addi- 
tion to the judicial decisions which 
are most directly in point, there is 
also to be found some real master of 
the law who has so discussed the 
questions involved as to point the 
way to their solution.” ; 

Restatements Would Benefit. 

Mr. Sargent deciared that “in addl- 
tion ta the presentation of the law in 
less unwieldly form,” the restate- 
ments of the institute et i dis- 
cussion at its meetings would be a 
benefit. The institute has shown its 
wisdom, he continued, in not attempt- 
ing to do more than to prepare a se- 
ries of super-text books. It has done 
wisely, he added, “in not proposing 
te have its conclusions embodied in 
any code.” i ee 

The common law, he said, “must 
constantly change, just as our eivili- 
zation is constantly changing.’ and 
in dealing with it, “you are dealing 
with a living organism. 

“Tf our law is always to meet the 
needs of the iimes,” he continued, “it 
must develop with, developing civilza- 
tion. not by sitden and radical 
changes. but by modifications and @x- 
pansions, by almost unconscious vari- 
ations in the trend of gecisions. 

A statement of law is in a measure. A 
record of the past and a prediction 
of the future.”

MOROCCO REBELS 
HALTED BY FENG 


Military Authorities Ask 

for More Troops as 
Tribesmen Advance To- 
ward City.

Rabat, Morroco, May 2.—An offi- 
cial communique says the Riffians 
have advanced east of Tissaf and are 
organizing a defensive front at other 


points. The situation on the northern 
front is unchanged and the French 
forces have taken measures to check 
the tribesmen, the announcement said. 


REBELS ATTACK 
FRENCH ZONE. | 

Fez, Moroceo, May 
Tribesmen operating under order of 
Abd-El-Krim, the rebel leader, are at- 
tacking the French zone over a front 
of 60 miles. At some points they have 
surrounded French posts where small 
detachments are defending themselyes 
in blockhouses. 

The French military . authorities 
here are of the opinion that the rebel 
leader has a vast project in mind, 
with Fez as the principal objective. 
The direction of the attacks thus far 
made by the tribes in their offensive 
indicates a plan for a_corverging 
movement upon this city. There is 
no serious apprehension for the ixo- 
lated posts, which are provided with 
machine guns and three-inch pieces. 
With this equipment it is felt the gar- 
riséas should be able to keep the 
tribesmen at a distance. It will be 
necessary, however, to provision them 
with water in a short time. 

Reinforcements on Way. 

The French forces in the zone of 
activity number about 12,000 men 
divided into three columns, each com- 
manded hy a colonel.  Reinforee- 
ments now on the way will bring the 
total -to 20,000,

in the paper foliowing their test, 
but those who fail to indicate 
that their genius lies in musical lines 
will be told the results of their tests 
privately, so that there need be yo 
embarrassment. 

It is altogether probable and ex- 
pected that several children tested 
will show marked musical talent, and 
that through this means they.-may be 
brought in touch with the oppor- 
tunity to develop that divine gift to 
its fullest powers. 

Tésts will be given to a single group 
at a time by the trained experts in 
charge. Each test used will show 
some special ability in music, includ- 
ing sense of pitch, or the ability of 
the ear to respond to differences in 
vibration of different musica] notes. 
Each subject will record whether one 
of two notes heard on the phonograph 
is higher or lower in pitch; will show 
his sense of intensity by recording 
whieh of two notes is louder or weak- 
er in strength; «will show his ability 
to appreciate differences in time: 
Sense of consonance or harmony; 
tonal memory and sense of rhythm. 
On each record the difficulties of cor- 
rect answer vary from easy notes and 
combinations, which almost any per- 
son can recognize, to the finer sub- 
tleties of sound, which only the very 
talented can grasp. 

Purpose of Tests. 

Psychological tests have shown in 
the past that the principal elements 
of aiusical ability are natural and 
inborn, that they show up very early 
in childhood and that musical train- 
ing merely gives the necessary tech- 
nique and development of the natural 
talent. An interesting feature of the 
tests is that pupils often make higher 
percentages than their highly trained 
music teachers. Those who have 
never faken a musie lesson in their 
lives Stand as good a chance in these 
clinics as those who have had ad- 
vantages of a musical education. The 
tests do not show what sort of a 
musician the individual is: they mere- 
ly show what sort of a musician the 
individual has the natural, inherent

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Cotton Crop 


Cheaper Corn Seen as 
Benefit for Farmers 
Next Winter — Grain 


Progressing. 


Washington, May 2.—(Special.)— 
Cotton is enjoying the general good 
progress made by practically all crops, 
with prospects for a more prosperous 
year for agriculture than last, the 
department of agriculture reports in a 
general survey. 

Agriculture has entered the new 
crop season with good prospects for 
a more prosperous year, the review 
says. The pressure of hard times, 
though still in force, has relaxed some- 
what, and farmers are in a _ better 
frame of mind than last spring. 

Crops Improved. 

Crop work, aided by an early 
spring, is already well advanced in the 
main agricultural regions. Small 
grains are in the ground and coming 
up to generally good stands through- 
out the central states. Considerable 
replanting of spring whe upon 
abandoned winter wheat acreage in 
the Pacific northwest and some in 
Nebraska are also reported. 

Cotton was planted under splendid 
conditions in southern areas east of 
the Mississippi, the stands are mostly 
good and chopping and other crop 
work are considerably ahead of the 
same date last year. 

Corn planting is well along and 
the grdin is up in southern areas. 
Cheaper corn might benefit farmers 
next winter, inasumch as_ consider- 
able grain can be absorbed by live- 
stock without much immediate effect 
on basic, breeding herds. 

: _ Livesteck Prices. 

The livestock industries, although 
slow to right themselves, are in much 
better general position than a year 
ago.. Sheep are apparently at or near 
the peak ‘of a price cycle. Hogs have 
doubled in price since last spring and 
if history repeats itself, will be high 
for at least a year to come. Beef 
cattle have apparently turned up- 
ward in their price cycle and again, 
should history repeat, have 8 to 10 
years of rising prices ahead. 

There are 12 per cent fewer cattle 
on feed in the corn belt than last year. 
The dairy industry shows signs of 
some improvement on the eastern, 
market-milk end. The poultry indus- 
try has un/lergone rather heavy liqui- 
dation Within a year, and its position 
next season’s markets appears 
somewhat strengthened.

Chancellor Holds State 

- Stands in Same Attitude 
as Individual or Private 
Firm. 


Chattanooga, May 2.—Chancellor 
W. B. Garvin, of Hamilton county, 
in a lengthy opinion today decided 
the ense of the State of Georgia et al 
against the City of Chattamooga to 
prevent condemnation of a right-of- 
way through the railroad yards of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & Nt. Louis, 
and Western & Atlantic railroads for 
the extension cf Eleventh street from 
Market street to Chestnut street, dis- 
missing the bill and dissolving the 
temporary injunction. 

The chanve'lor held that 
tension of tleventh street 
the yards of the railroad company 
did not conflict or affect the inter- 
state commerce commission: that the 
siate of Georgia stood in tbe same 
attitude as an individual or another 
private corpuration’ and its lands 
could be condemned. 

He held that inasmuch as fhis pro- 
posed extension would go so near the 
depot of the railroads every 
would have to be broken up in com- 
pliance with a city ordinance which 
prevents a train standing longer than 
three minutes across a_ street, it 
would be a serious impairment of the 
railroads’ use of the yards. In this 
connection he held that since trains 
would cross this extension every few 
minutes it would constitute an im- 
pairment of the use of the yards, but 
said there were questions of fact and 
they could be xet up as a defense only 
in a court of Jaw in the condemnation 
proceedings and therefore a court of 
equity had no jurisdiction to grant 
an injunction and hence dismissed the 
complainant's hill. 

He also held that the act of 1890 
under which the city claims that it 
has the spevifie right to condemn 
streets throuch railread yards con- 
taine| only weneral and not specific 
powers and under such act the city

FENAL DECISION 
MAY CHANGE ORDER. ? 

The effort by the city of Chatta- 
nooga to cut a street right-of-way 
through the railroad properties lo- 
cated in that city but owned by the 
state of Georgia began several years 
ago. At the last session of the leg- 
islature a bill establishing the right 
of the city to condemn property for 
street rights-of-way was. passed after 
a bitter fight. ‘ 

The decision above indicates that,

| Reviewing what he termed the basic 
differences between the national view- 
point in the United States and that 
in he® potential enemies, Admiral 
Rodgers’ insisted that the “present 
heediess attitude toward preparation, 
and particularly naval, invites for- 
eign contempt and at any moment 
may bring disaster.”

General Bliss contended that the 
world peace problem was “identical 
with the problem between France and 
Germany—security.” Disarmament

Vienna, Austria, May 2.—Stories 
of royal love affairs, diplomatic in- 
trigues and the strange ways of the 
Orient are occupying Vienna society 
circles following the mysterious sui- 
cide of Hisa Kune, beautiful Japa- 
nese “music teacher,” who leaped to 
death from a window of her suite at 
a hotel at Baden, fashionable nearby 
watering place. 

Ostensibly, Hisa Kuno was here to 
study music. Actually, though she 
played brilliantly, she never saw a 
musician and seemed virtually a 
prisoner in her luxurious _ suite, 
where she was visited daily by at- 
taiches from the Japanese legation. 

It is rumored in Baden and Vien- 
na that “Hisa Kuno” was really 
Japanese society woman of high stx- 
tion, who had had a leve affair with 
a member of the royal house, and wh 
had n sent.to Europe so that the 

affair could be broken off. 

Hisa Kuno arrived at the exclusive 
Erzherzog hotel at Baden last Octo- 
ber, accompanied by a high official 
of jhe Japanese legation at Vienna, 
who made all arrangements. There- 
after. no one but the hotel servants 
and the staff of the legation ever saw 
her. She sat in her luxurious rooms. 
erying often, sometimes playing ber 
piano brilliantly, at other times writ- 
ing what were supposed to be her 
memoirs. She. even cooked her own 
food there. : 

The Japanesa minister was a fre- 
quent visitor, and servants overheard 
much loud talking while he was 
there. 

Hisa Kuno spoke only Japanese 
when she arrived, but when she had 
learned a little German from her 
chambermaid, she confided that she 
was a music professor at Tokio uni- 
versity. Servants thought it strange 
that she should have come to Vienna 
to study music without being able to 
receive instruction in-any language 
but Japanese—and also that she never 
had seen a music professor since her 
arrival. They. observed, also. that she 


| had not taken time before lier depar- 


ture from Tokyo to provide herself 
with a European’ wardrobe. iler 
modern trunks were filled with won- 
derful silken kimonos and the other 
articles of a wealthy Japanese wo- 
man’s wardrobe.

“Little lessons in journalism and 
pointers on ptielicity for club press 
chairmen and other clubwomen,” is the 


title of the last page of April Gen- | 


eral Federation News. ‘The last sieet 
is so arranged that when detached 
and folded it makes a handy foider 
that can be carried in the handbag 


and studied by every clubwoman whv 
| writes for the papers. 
Mrs. Leslie Stringfellow Read says. 


“If you are “Shew’ at club ceporting, 
determine to learn newspaper tech- 
nique at once. You wouldn't think of 
playing in publie if you: had 
studied music, nor painting tor ex- 
hibition if you did not know your col 
ors, nor the effective “ay of wieldiug 
Why should you expect your 
work to appegr in print if you kuow 
nothing of journalism’? Therefore. 
have not made ai study. of 
newspaper rules, don’t be disappoirt- 
ed if your contributions to the editer 
do not appear in print at first. And 
don't be discouraged. The beauty of 


‘newspaper work is that its rules are 


few, if ironclad, and that any alert, 
zealous person with a nose for news 
may learn and apply them.” 

Here are a.few simple suggestions 
for the begin: igs: 

1. The A. B. C.’s of all news writ- 
ing are: Accuracy, breity, clearness. 

2. Newspapers want news when it 
is news: It is not news several days 
after it happens, By which is mevnt, 
it is more acceptable to an editor if 
given as an advance announcement 
as a coming event, rather than a re- 
port after it has taken place.

Of the 
four Moslem states, Algiers, Tunis, 
Tripoli and Morocco, the first was the 
greatest offender in American eyes, 
having held 21 American citizens in 
xlavery for more than five years. In 
1793 the Algerians captnred 106 snil- 
ors. The successful campaign in the 
Mediterranean was the training 
ground for the naval battles of 1812 

“In the second war with England 
the ‘Constitution’ met the frigate 
‘Querriere’ off Halifax and won a 
engagement. Later she re 
duced the ‘Java’ off Bahia. Brazil. 
d fought and won against two ships 
at onee. the ‘Levant’ and the ‘Cayne’ 
Gibraltar. 


One Battleship Costs 60 ‘“Constitu- 
tions.” 


“A fleet of 60 ‘dreadnaughts’ of the 
‘Constitution’ plan could be built for 
the cost of one modern battleship. For 
this ship the government paid $302.- 
719. It is 204 feet long, 43 1-2 feet 
on its beam. and draws 25 feet of wa 
ter. Its displacement is 2,200 tons. 
The ‘Tennessee.’ one of the newest 
first-line ships-of-wa.. is G24 feet long. 
NT feet wide. 31 feet draft and cost 


S18, 57.144, This monareh carries 
°G cun< compared to the 44 cuns ae 
the ‘Constitution. 

“Congress fixed the rations and alse 


fixed the crew of America’s first man- 
of-war at 359 men. The crew was 
329 men and 30 boys. Gin was a rég- 
ular part of the -atiean. On a lon, 
voyage the ‘Constitution’ carried as 
much as 100 barrels of whisky in her 
hold, and in one instance, threw most 
of it overboard to lighten the ship 
in order to eseape from the British 
fleet on the New Jersey coast. 
Paul Revere and Lord Byron. 

“Names of famous men are con- 
nected with the ‘Constitution.’ Paul 
Revere supplied the copper for her 
hull, forging it by a process known 
only to him. Lord Byron boarded 
her, while sie was in the Mediter- 
ranean and praised her highly. The 
noted English poet is said to hate 
been offered passage to the United 
States on board the ‘Constitution.’ 
Although the ship was made in Néw 
England it was not entirely a north 
ern product. for the oak of its buli 
was felled on St. Simon island, at the 
mouth of the Altamaha river. Georgia. 

“In 1830 the ‘Constitution’ was re- 
ported unseaworthy and ordered de- 
stroyed. Oliver Wendell Holmes, a 
young law student. read the notice 
in a paper. He seized his pen an‘ 
dashed off the famous lines:

Barnum Points Out 
Reason for Wall Street’s 
Close Attention to Rail 
Statements. 


|The Day in Finance

who speculate in railroad stocks are paying more than the usual amount 
of attention to the monthly railroad earnings statements now coming to 
hand. These statements are spotty. In some parts of the country the 
March railway earnings are favorable. Stocks of railroads serving the 
south as a class are advancing on the favorable March earnings reports. 
In other sections both good and bad March earnings are being reported 
and the stocks of such roads are acting accordingly, Atchison, for in- 
stance, advancing, while Union Pacific had a sensational decline. 
Throughout 1924 railroad stocks as a class were the strongest on 


the list | 
which were based on larger net earnings. Rumors of coming railway 


mergers were also a factor. Speculative Wall street now reajizes that 
recently a change has occurred, both in the railway earnings and merger 


Situation and outlook. 
Treated as a whole, the net results of the railroads for 1924 were 
very satisfactory. For the twelve months ended with December 31, last 
net railway operating income, the item from which first fixed charges 
and ten dividends are deducted, amounted to $967,000,000 in round 
numbers, an increase of $3,397,000 or 0.3 per cent over 1923 to the 
highest level touched since the war. 
But this increase in net was ob- 
© tained at the expense of maintenance 
- of roadbed and equipment. For 1924 
© the amount of current earnings spent 
for upkeep of roadbed was cut $19.- 
590,000 compared with 1925, while 
maintenance of equipment appropria- 
tions were cut no less than $205,445.- 
000. These reductions were made 
because compared with 1025 there was 
a decrease in gross earnings last year 
of no less than $373,951,000 or 5.9 


per cent. 
For January of last year, taking the. 


railroads as a whole, there was a de- 
crease in gross earnings of $33,565,000 
or 6.7 per cent.

So it is with most of us, who from 
ignorance or prejudice, are unawaie 
of the great forces that are _ con- 
stantly changing our economic con- 
ditions. We have our daily excite- 
ments In the external and inner [fife 
as it goes on around us, but after 
some decades we wake up to find out 
by scientific computations that we 
have changed entirely our relation to 
former starting points. 

During and since the 
deep underlying forces have been 
changing the relations of social 
classes to each other without our 
understanding the cause at work. We 
have drifted from our old anchorage 
and have not established new sur- 
roundings. It may not be amiss to 
take some observations and see where 
we are. 

That whole social classes have suf- 
fere:l pitifully from changes in the 
standard of value: in Europe every- 
one knows. - Economists, such as J. 
M. Keynes and Gustav Cassel in 
Europe and Irving Fisher in this 
country, have devoted volumes to an 
attempt to show that the upheaval is 
due to the changing purchasing-power 
of the gold dollar. Therefore, sta- 
hilize the dollar and all will be well.

+ Of course, the purchasing power

It is a commonplace to say that 
the price of any article is the quantity 
of some standard, such as gold, tor 
which it will exchange. If some- 
thing raises the value of gold, then 
the price of the article falls; if so:ne- 
thing raises the value of the articie 
(without affecting gold). its price 
rises. There ere two sides to price 
making: (1) all the forces affecting 
the value of gold, and (2) all the 
forces affecting the value of the goods 
to he exchanged. One feels like apolo- 
giziug for stating so elementary a 
principle: but Keynes and his school 
deliberately insist that prices are fixed 
solely by the forces iffecting the 
money side of the price relatioa.

Little Public Buying

For him, .ccustomed to dwell mental- 
ly on the heights, no interment could 
be more fitting than that which chose 
the apprepriate country of the moun- 
tain, where meteors shvot, stars dweil 
and lightnings. are loosened. 

“Why do men go up on to the 
What is the unexplicable 
fascination of mountain climbing that 
leads.them to brave perils and endure 
hardships to attain the snowy summit 
of a peak? Many men have risked 
their lives for the satisfaction wf the 
mysterious desire which seems to of- 
fer only the poor reward of a feat ac- 
complished or at most a more inti- 
mate knowledge of the natural beau- 
ties of the earth. 


A clue to the deeper meaning of the 
impulse is suggested by the recently 
translated “Climbs on Alpine Peaks” 
—a k of mountain adventure writ- 
ten by Abate Achille Ratti, now Pope 
Pius XI. It is an account that owes 
its interest to the charm of its sub- 
ject matter as well as the eminence 
of. its author; but in the highest de- 
gree to an expression of a spiritual 
urge that dissastisfied with the low 
places of earth sought on the moun- 
tain tops a closer relation with the 
Infinite. A nearby superhuman labor 
and .ver-present peril become insignif- 
icant when the end is Pisgah sight. 

Familiar From Childhood.

The Alpine club came into existence 
the same year that marked the birth 
of the first Alpinist pope. There 
had been enthusiastic forerunners of 
the glacier seekers who so annoyed 
Gibbon at Lavsanne and to these .Al- 
pine pioneers the Catholic church cou- 
tributed largely. - But the beginning 
of the club caused every European na- 
tion to foster its own section of {ire 
Alpine fraternity, and soon thousands 
of-members set about “treating the 
Alps 1s greased poles.” Carlo Ratti, 
brother of the pope, was one of the 
most active explorers of the Italian 
section and .. summit of the Val Ma- 
sino district bears his rame. 


The climbs described in the present 
hook tvok place in 1S889—90 while 
Monsignor Ratti was subdirector of 
the Ambrosian Library at Milan. On 
the author’s recent elevation to (the 
Holy See it was considered timely to 
tranlate the accounts contributed first 
to the Italian Alpine Club. Few trans- 
lations are adequate. yet there is a 
simplicity and charm about the Eng- 
lish rendering that induces the reader 
to believe that it is a faithful tran- 
scription of the criginal. The most 
detailed of three accents is that of 
Monte Rosa from Macugneazga, describ- 
ing the first Italian crossing of Du- 
four Peak and’ the traverse of Colle 
Zumstein which was not only a new 
feat for the author’s countrymen but 
possessed the advantage of being up to 
that time entirely untried. Nonsig- 
nor Ratti’s partiotism made him anx- 
ious to accomplish both, and there is 
a certain fitness in the attempt upon 
the formidable mountain passes by 
one to whom the near view of Monte 
Rosa had long been familiar. To the 
most unimaginative there is a thrill 
in the description of the night spent 
on a projecting rock where the eclim- 
ber, sitting down, found his feet 
Swinging in space: a feeting of admi- 
ration for the endurance that made 
nothing of cold sc. intense that the 
coffee was frozen hard and eggs like 
the rock on which they sat: and a 
sense of awe shared with those watch- 
ers on the heights who saw the new 
day appearing in splendor over the 
mountain tops. 

Accuracy of Detail. 


The second of che ascents is that 
of the Matterhorn frem Zermatt; tbe 
third that of Mont Blane by way of 
the Rocherroute, In each of the ac- 
counts Monsignor Ratti is as care- 
fully accurate in every detail as he 
is in avoiding the slightest exaggera- 
of #inger incurred. On one oceasion 
when the two explorers and their 
guides were compelled’ to spend 
another night on the hard stones of 
the moraine, he remarks mildly that 
the aecomodation was not so good as 
that of the Riffel but that. sheltered 
from falling rocks above, they slept 
peacefully. Lle most generous in 
his praise of the gnide Gadin, a la- 
conic mountaineer whose strength and 
endurance could be reliéd upon in 
every emergency, and whose speech 
was that golden silence that did not 
disturb “Vesprit.”” As for his prowess 
the words of another famous mount- 
aineer were quoted as seeming to <de- 
scibe Gadim also: “Could he have 
perforined the feats upon the boards 
of a theater that he did upon this oe- 
ension, he would have brought down 
the honse with thunders of applause.” 

Of the published volumes of Pope 
Pius XL, which a London newspaper 
numbered as “three hundred and thir- 
ty books, great and small” but which 
Mr- A de Tervant explains as ineclud- 
ing many tiny tracts, the most inter- 
esting to the general reader are his- 
torical works written. for the most 
part, during his -wenty-three years of 
librarianship at Milan.

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New York, May 1.—(Special.)— 
Salaried workers in the manufaectur- 
ing industries of the United States 
have sutfered a net decline of more 
than $75,000,000 in their pay since 
the peak prices of 1919, according to 


dustrial Lenders’ association. 

In 1910 the nation was paying total 
salaries of $2,8SSO0.S68,000, In 
this tetal had fallen to $2.563,1038,000. 
In 1923 there was a rally by whica 
the total rese to $2,805,450,000. These 
figures are those of the United States 
bureau of census. 

This net loss in salaried inconie, 
says the bulletin, emphasizes the ne- 
cessity for an adequate nation-wide 
system of providing credit for the 
great number of the population to 
whom bank ‘credits are not available, 
among whom are the majority of sal- 
aried persons.

The statement continues: “There 
will be no recurring annual appeals 
tor funds. When $2,500,000 i: in 
Land the college will be started. It 
will grow as from time to time lurge 
gifts come to it from wealthy Amer- 
icans who wish to keep Wilson’s high 
purposes actively before the world. 

“Tf Georgia citizens will put up 
the first million of the several mil- 
tions of dollars which will eventually 
be needed, we have every assurance 
that friends of Wilson throughout the 
entire country will help build this 
memorial to him. 

“The founders plan to make Wood- 
row Wilson college not only an ideal 
college established along the educa- 
vonal lines Wilson approved, but a 
center of Wilson’s influence in Amer- 
ica. The fundamental aim of the 
members of the faculty will be to 
keep Wilson’s purposes increasingly 
before the world and to fire young 
men with the ideals which motivated 
America’s great leader,’ the state- 
ment concludes.

Commenting on this readjustment 
program; Harvey SS. Firestone, presi- 
dent of the company, said today that 
the British Crude Rubber Restriction 
act was responsible for the advances. 
“The restriction legislation,” said 
Mr. Firestone, ‘placed in the hands of 
of a foreign monopoly but, like all mo- 
noplies on natural resources and com- 


modities, it can only be temporary. 

“British colonies had been supply- 
ing approximately 85 per cent of the 
world’s output of plantation rubber, 
and on August 1, 1922, three monthis 
before the restriction act went into 
effect the price of crude rubber was 
15 cents. The average price of four 
popular — of cord tires at that time 
was $29.6 

“On May 1, 1923, six months after 
the restriction act had been in opera- 
tion the crude rubber price advanced 
lo 37 cents, and the average price 
of four popular sizes of cord tires was 
about $54.75. 

“It will be remembered that in 1924 
rubber dropped in price to as low as 
17 cents. This was due to the fact 
that there were quite general viola- 
tions of the restriction act on the part 
of the native rubber growers in the 
British colonies. Smuggling of rub- 
ber from those regions naturally 
caused lower prices. 

“However, in 1924, 
Churchill, who was an ardent advyo- 
cate of restriction legislation. being 
colonial secretary at the time the law 
was enacted, was chosen chancellor vf 
the exchequer and it was only nat- 
ural that rigid enforcement of the 
restriction act was put into operation. 

“Exportation of erude rubber from 
the British colonies was limited to 60 
per cent of normal production, buf a 
further reduction of 5 per cent was 
made last August, and another 5 per 
eent reduction followed in November, 
meaning only one-half of production 
wis per rmitted to be exported. Rubber 
prices advanced steadily 
erude rubber is 45 cents a pound, 
per cent higher -than the price pre- ;

On this cement 
the linoleum you have chosen, leav- 
ing a few inches at the edges free. 
The free edges should then be cement- 
el down with a waterproof cement 
which will make any joining or any 
corners absolutely watertight. Then 
the linoleum should be rolled to: insure 
thorough contact and perfect smooti-

Extends Throughout Nation 


Georgia is receiving favorable pub- 
licity in all parts of the country as 
a result of the movement to estab- 
lish Woodrow Wilson College in the 
state where Wilson lived during the 
formative years of his life, according 
to press clippings and letters received 
at the national headquarters here. 
Newspaper comment indicates that the 
movement has come to the attention 
of practically every- part of the coun- 
try and is making wide appeul. 

From the New York Times comes 
the story of the recent visit of Juse- 
phus Daniels, secrétary of the navy 
in Wilson’s cabinet for two terms, to 
the site of the college at Valdosta. Ac- 
earding to the dispatch he warmly 
approved the plan of the proposed col- 
eige, saying: “No memorial to Wil- 
son could be quite se appropriate as 
a place where young men come for 
instruction, training and inspiratiov. 
lt is gratifying to all who loved anid 
followed Wilson in life and who are 
interested in his ideals now that be 
has passed, that an institution worthy: 
of him is to bear his illustrious name. ’ 

Georgia’s Claim Seen. 

Acknowledging Georgia’s claim eon 
Wilson, he added: While Wilson has 
resided in other states, both his boy- 
heod and early inanhvod were spent | 
in Georg:.a. It was here that he 
learned lessons that strengthened iim 
for his life-work, here that he found 
his wife, here that he turned in de 
votion and gratitude.

New Corps Chiet 
Is Distinguished 
In Army Circles 


The youngest general in the entire 
American army is the distinction held 
by Major General Douglas MacdAr- 
thur. who this week assumed command

of the Fourth Corps area with head- 
quarters in this city. 

A southerner, being born in Little 
Rock, Ark., General MacArthur. aside 
from coming from distinguished mili- 
tary parentage, has himself narticipat- 
ed in many of this country’s battles, 
and has been awarded various distin- 
guished service medals. He relieves 
General David ’T. Shanks, who has 
been retired. 

Information given out by the chief 
of staff of the Fourth Corns area 
zives a brilliant record of General 
MacArthur. His father, who was a 
lieutenant-colonel. was awarded the 
congressional medal of honor when but 
19 years of age, and was also. the 
last military governor general of the 
Philippine islands. 

Born at Little Roek. 

Born at Little Rock January 26, 
1880, the new. commander was ap- 
pointed to West Point in 1899, and in 
1903 graduated at the head of his 
class, and was given a-.commission in 
the engineering corps. He participat- 
ed in the fighting. at the Philippine 
islands, and later was named as an ob- 
server with the Japanese armies dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese war. In 
1914.he was appointed captain, and 
for his actions at Vera Cruz, was ree- 
ommended for the medal of honor. 

Following the big San Francisco 


General MacArthur who had super- 
vision over the construction work on 
the Pacific coast necessitated by the 
fire. as well as river and harbor work 
at Manitowac, Two-Rivers and She- 
boygan, Wis. He graduated from the 
engineerinz school in 1908 and from 
1913 to 1915 was a member of the 
general staff. He was again named 
on the General staff in 1916, and in 
1917 when war clouds hovered over 
America, and the subsequent declara- 
tion by the United States of war wih 
Germany, he was made a colonel of in- 
fantry and given the task of orgaa- 
izing the “Rainbow.” 42d division. 
Chief of “Rainbow.” 

General MacArthur was the first 
chief of staff of the Rainbow div1- 
sion and remained with this unit dur- 
ing the entire war, being promoted in 
France to brigadier general and brigade 
commander, and later to division com- 
mander. During the war he was 
wounded on various occasions and 
twice gassed. Among his many deco- 
rations, the new commander wears 
the Distinguished Service cross with 
oak leaf clnster: the Distinguished 
Service meda!, seven personal citations 
for hravery. the Croix de Guerre, the 
Tecion of Honor. the War Cross of 
Italr, and the Order of the Crown 
from Belgium. 

At one time, when .a battalion of 
his division was suffering heavily in 
retaking 2a much-disputed French 
town, General MacArthur personally 
led his men “over the top” with noth- 
ing but a riding crop in his hand— 
‘just to let the boys know that there 
was somebody at headquarters who 
wonld go over with them.” as the gen- 
eral leter pot if. . 

Given Permanent Ratinz. 

Returning from ee in 1919 he 
was made a permanent brigadier zen- 
eral and hecame «nverintendent of th-

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LMOST everybody knows of 
wicked old Bluebeard, who, 
according to the fairy story, 
put to death six of his wives, 
and attempted to kill a sey- 


But very few people know that the 
character of Bluebeard had its origin 
in a very real personage, Sir Gilles de 
Laval, Baron de Retz, a rich and pow- 
erful nobleman who lived in France 
in the fifteenth century and gained a 
reputation among the people of his 
time for being even more monstrously 
wicked than the Bluebeard of the 
fairy story. 

Those were the days when: belief 
in witchcraft was widely spread, and 
Sir Gilles was considered one of the 
most infamous wizards of his day. 

In hs castle ‘at Machecoul he was 


said to conduct all sorts of experi- 
ments in alchemy—the transmutation 
of the baser metals into gold through 
the agency of evil spirits. And the 
chief ingredient which Sir Gilles used 
in his diabolical processes was thought 
to be the blood and bones of human 
beings. 

He was convicted of these terrible 
crimes and hanged at Nantes in the 
year 1440, and such was the horror 
which his evil deeds had inspired that, 
before he was dead, his body was 
taken down and burned in order to 
add more severity to the punishment. 
Two accomplices who had been in- 
volved in his experiments also met the 
same fate. 

But now, almost 500 years after 
his sensational. trial and execution, 
historians have discovered evidence 
which makes them believe that the 
world has very cruelly misjudged this 
nobleman. 

Instead of being a sorcerer and al- 
chemist, the murderer of countless 
women and children, he is said to 
have been a scholar and scientist and 
potential captain of  industry— 
a man far in advance of his time 
by reason of his knowledge of the 
assaying and refining of precious 
meials. 

An immensely rich vein of gold 


which has recently been discovered 
beneath one of the baron’s fortresses 
—the very castle in which he was 
supposed to have practiced his black 
magic-—puts him before the -world in 
a very different light. This mine, 
whose secret he kept a careful secret, 
is thought to have been the source of 
the seemingly inexhausiible supply of 
gold which so puzzled the people of 
his day and made them think he was 
in an unholy alliance with the devil.

wrote a good hand, and illuminated 
manuscripts beautifully. And _ this 
taste for learning which he had from 
early childhood lead to his final ruin. 


But the Baron de Retz, although a 
scholar, was not lacking in skill in the 
two great pastimes of those days, 
love and war. Before he was sixteen 
he had been betrothed twice. Each 
time his fiancee died and it was on 
this sinister Cir- 
cumstance that his 
repulation as a 
murderer of wives 
was based. 

Before he was 
twenty he had 
married the beau- 
tiful heiress, Cath- 
erine de Thouars. 
Her head. never 
adorned the col- 
lection supposed 
to hang in the fa- 
mous “Blue 
Room” of the 
nursery tale, but 
She left castle in 
good health and 
high dudgeon one 
day, so rumor 
said, because of 
the baron’s atten- 
tions to other 
ladies. 

The Sieur de 

Machecoul, as the 
baron was also 
known, was one 
of the most fa- 
mous warriors of 
his day. When he 
was twenty-two 
he organized sev- 
en companies of 
men-at-arms to 
fight against the 
English, Many \ 
Stories are told of his prowess in bat- 
tle. At one time he slew seventeen 
of the enemy and cut his way through 
a solid ring of Englishmen who had 
gathered to capture him. : 

His appointment as bodyguard to 
Jeanne d’Arc—a perilous post in 
those rough times—came as a recog- 
nition of his great bravery. He fought 
with her at Orleans, and also at Jar- 
geau and Patay. The climax of his 
military career came in 1426 when 
he was made Marshal of Francey and 
was given the right to use the arms of 
France as a border for his shield, a 
privilege accorded only to the most 
illustrious. 

All these honors presaged a bril- 
liant future for the young warrior. 
And there is no question but that 
Baron de Retz would have heen a 
high favorite at the French court had 
he sought the favor of the reigning 
monarch. He chose, however, to re- 
tire to the comparative solitude of his 
Brittany estate and there pursue the 
Studies he had learned to love as a 
child. He gathered about him some 
of the most famous savants of the 
day and entertained them royally. 


LTHOUGH he was only a baron 

he maintained at Machecoul a 
State which few kings of France have 
been able to afford. When he ap- 
peared in public he was attended by 
a bodyguard of 200 knights, squires 
and pages, all magnificently attired in

silks and velvets. He had a passion 
for rare fabrics and was said on one 


occasion to have fainted for joy-at the 


sight of a piece of exquisite brocade. 
His chateau was gorgeously furnished 
and filled with many beautiful orna- 
ments, many of them of solid gold. 
His hospitality was proverbial, and 
he gave the most lavish entertain- 
ments France had ever seen.

Before their married life was fairly 
out of the honeymoon stage it was 
ciouded by a mysterious tragedy and 
by a husband’s jealeusy that took ex- 
raordinary methods to be revenged 
cn what he thought his guilty wife. 

One day Gertie Millar returned 
from a shopping tour and found in 
her boudoir, slumped over her dress- 
ing table, the dead body of one of her 
admirers, a wealthy German noble- 
man. He had found his way to the 
very mirror before which she so often 
sai and there had blown out his brains. 

The separation of Lionel Monckton 
and his Gaiety girl bride quickly fol- 
lowed.

Of still earlier date was the -ro- 
mance of Connie Gilchrist, who left 
the Gaiety stage to become the bride 
of the Count of Orkney and whose 
marriage proved a most fortunate 
one. 

Mabel Russell, a much courted 
Gaiety star, ended her theatrical ca- 
reer with her marriage to Stanley 
Rhodes, a nephew of Cecil Rhodes, 
the great financier. After young 
Kthodes was killed in a motor Car acci- 
dent, she became the wife of Hylton 
I’hillipson, with whom she is still 
living, 

Mrs. Phillipson enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the only former Gaiety 
girl to be elected to parliament.

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. If you were asked to balance a coin on the point of a hatpin or a needle, to balance a pencil on your finger- 
tip, or to lift a coin by one straw, you might be hard put to it to perform the feats. The above drawings show 
how these things can be done. In the first case (Fig. 1), bend a hairpin to the shape shown at A. Slip the coin 
into the narrow bend, and hang a ring on the hook. The whole may then be balanced on the point ofa hatpin. 
By cutting a slot in a cork and inserting a coin therein, the coin may be balanced edgewise on a needle with 
the help of two forks, as in Fig. 2. Stick the needle point up in the cork of a bottle and balance the cork, forks 
and eein on it as shown. 

By sticking the blade of a penknife into a pencil near the point and then partially closing the knife, the 
pencil will readily balance on the finger, as shown in Fig. 3. Be sure that the blade is thrust tightly into the 
pencil, otherwise it might slip out and nip the end of your finger. Some experimentation is necessary with 
these balancing feats before you can find just the right points for the weights used. 

To lift a coin with one straw, proceed as in Fig. 4. Weave four other straws around the coin as shown; the 
whole may then be readily lifted. with one straw (the long one) as you have promised your audience.
